This Mr. Wallenberg almost single-handedly saved more than 
10,000 innocent Jews from being murdered by the Germans in 1944# 

His work in Hungary enabled thousands of people to escape ftom the 
infamous German death trains. Wallenberg, using his authority as a 
diplomat personally intervened whenever he could to the point of 
jumping atop deportation trains and distributing Swedish passports 
that permitted these otherwise condemned people to detrain# 

When Russia captured Hungary in 1945 Wallenberg w^s taken pri- 
soner and disappeared within the Soviet prison system with neither 
charge nor trial. Until recently little has been available on his 
condition. There have been several responsible eye-witness reports 
that Wallenberg is alive. Considering his own many sacrifices then, 
wc owe it to him now to do whatever can be done.
